Dallas, Tex., Oct. 2S.—Tho Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas southbound train 
No. 2<»7, heavily loaded with pas a n ­ 
gers coming to visit th* Texas state 
fair, collided with a freight en in* 
whPe running at full 
speed 
seven 
miles north of Dallas. 
Fireman F. F. 
French of Denison was instantly killed 
and forty or more persons were in 
jnred, some of whom, it Is tho ight, 
will not recover. 
Doth of the engines were practically 
demolished 
The 
baggage 
car wa 
thrown upon the tender, the trucks of 
tim coaches were turned almost com­ 
pletely around, the ends of three cars 
w« r« stove in and the first two coach­ 
es were telescoped. 
A relief train was made up at D a l­ 
las and hurried to the scene of th" 
wreck, arriving tiler*.1 about two hours 
after its occurrence. 
This train, how­ 
ever, carried no physicians 
and no 
medi* ines*or bandages for tile injured. 
The train bearing the injured re­ 
turned to Dallas after noon aud those 
most seriously hurt were hurried to 
hospitals, while t h o s e whose injuries 
were of a loss serious nature were 
tended by the 
company’s 
surgeons, 
who met the train at tho depot. Those 
most seriously injured are:

Reliable Q uarters in Europe Not Dis­ 
turbed O v e r Financial Situation. 
London, Oct. 28.—While the sensa­ 
tion mongers here and in other En 
rn pean capitals have seized on the 
crisis in New York to discredit Amer­ 
ican finance and 
financial 
methods, 
there is a strong note of optimism 
In more reliable and saner quarters. 
Though acknowledging that til*1 crisis 
Is disturbing to the nerves 
of 
the 
financial world it is not forgotten that 
the industrial and agricultural pros­ 
perity of the United States is extreme­ 
ly satisfactory. 
Tin* money market trouble, corning 
With the admitted general prosperity, 
seems to bother the all-pervasive pro­ 
fessional critics of American financial 
conditions, but all are willing to oth­ 
erwise praise tin* more prominent in­ 
stitutions for so splendidly withstand­ 
ing the runs on their coffers. The sit­ 
uation is describes! as a rich man’s 
crisis, but a poor man’s panic. 
At tho 
same time it is insisted that while the 
unreasoning fear resulting 
in 
panic 
may be assuaged the panic remains. 
The c r i s is is alleged to have b en due 
to "gamblers who have built up a 
tottering fabric of manipulation aud 
chicanery on the broad basis of gen­ 
eral prosperity.” 
Ii is point* (I out that prosperity wilt 
be clearer for "tile removal of the rot­ 
ten superstructure and in iii*1 wreck­ 
age caused 
by 
the downfall of the 
gamblers investors will find more of 
an opportunity for picking up sound 
stocks cheap.” 
"Now is the time to buy” is a note 
not infrequent in general comment 
It is not unreasonable to believe that 
the comparative calmness with which 
Europe views the situation may be 
due to the greater and more reliable 
dissemination of nows.

The departure of Secretary Cortel- 
you to Washington removed a eon 
e- 
uous figure from the field, hut It was 
felt that wiili President 
Roosevelt's 
st’ong support, as expressed in his 
letter made public Saturday night, Mr. 
Cortelyou’s presence in Washington 
was favorable to such further govern­ 
ment assistance as might he required. 
In the churches many of the ser­ 
mons w e r e marked by references to 
tho financial 
situation, 
Rev. 
Donal 
Mackay at the Church of St. Nicholas 
dealing at length with the subject and 
Monsignore Lavelle also taking a sim­ 
ilar text at St. Patrick's cathedral.

These and other sermons were not­ 
able for their strong counsel toward 
public calm.

W ill Not Pay Out Large Amounts. 


The indications are that hanking in­ 
stitutions will not 
pay 
out 
large 
amounts in currency except to meet 
legit imate requirements of their clients 
for current business 
It has long been 
Hie practice of trust companies and 
some of the smaller hanks pi meeting 
checks for 
considerable amounts to 
draw checks upon the national banks 
with which their reserves are kept. 
It 
they 
pursue 
this 
policy 
until 
the 
end of the present crisis it will not 
he a departure from their usual prac 
Hee. 
Such checks under ordinary cir­ 
cumstances are preferred to currency 
and if currency is demanded in unus­ 
ual amounts it wdll be refused unless 
evidence is given that it is required 
in good faith and for other intr poses 
than hoarding to prevent which is the 
main purpose of this step. 
Currency will he paid 
on 
small 
checks as desired and to provide funds 
for pay rolls and other legitimate and 
ordinary uses. 
It may be thought ad­ 
visable 
to 
stamp 
checks 
“payable 
through clearing house" as was done 
in 1893. 
The suspension of currency 
payments at that time extended to all 
the hanks. Little if any inconvenience 
resulted from the payment of checks 
instead of currency, except in cases 
where there was special need for cur­ 
rency. 
Currency at that time went 
to a premium of a fraction of 1 lier 
cent and in some cases even as high 
as a full I per cont. 
This was due 
to the fact that currency was refused 
oven for payrolls, for the use of retail

of preventing a drain of money from 
th*1 hanks, Hie hanks and hankers of 
St. Paul. Minneapolis and Duluth do 
hereby agree to adopt substantially 
the plan

adopted in New 
York, Chicago, St 
Louis, Pittsburg, 
Milwaukee, Indianapolis, Des Mollie? 
and other cities, viz.: 
"That we will not pay out money on 
checks,

furnished to hank correspondents; hut 
we will certify checks on balances In 
our hands, payable through our cl* tir­ 
ing houses only.

entitled by law. 
"When it is realized that 93 per

Brainerd, by virtue of Said w rit of cer­ 
tiorari, does n >t fairly and reasonably 
tend to show the commission of the of­ 
fense charged against said relator in 
said municipal court, nor does it make 
out probable cause for charging said 
relator with the commission 
thereof." 
The memorandum accompanying the 
decision is as follows: 
“ I have made the above order with 
a great deal of reluctance. 
The most 
cursory examination of the evidence re­ 
turned to this court shows that the a t­ 
tack made by Sundquist, upon the per­ 
son designated as John Doe, 
was not 
only without justification but without 
reason. 
A crime has been committed 
in this instance which should not go un­ 
punished, 
but it is not the 
crime 
charged, namely, riot. 
“ It is to be said, in justification of 
the finding made by the judge of the 
municipal court, that it is probable, 
indeed, it was so stated upon the argn- 
ment, 
th a t there was evidence before 
th at court which was not made a part 
of tin? return now before me, such con­ 
dition, 
if it exists, being due to the 
fact that 
much of the testimony had 
to be taken there in longhand; but I 
am not perm itted to assume m atters 
not appearing on the1 face of the record 
— I cannot read between the lines. The 
certificates attached to the return is to 
the effect that it embraces all the evi­ 
dence offered and received in the pre­ 
liminary examination. 
The record so 
certified makes out a clear case of as­ 
sault, 
but essential elements of the 
| crime of riot are there lacking, and my 
I duty to discharge the relator is clear.”
